© The University of Southern California began operation with 
53 students in 1880 on land donated by a Catholic, a Jew, and 
a Protestant. Nearly 1,000 persons, almost one-tenth of the 
population of Los Angeles, were present for the laying of the 
cornerstone on September 4, 1880. 


© The first USC building, Widney Hall, was erected at a cost 
of $5,060 and furnished for $1,200. It is still in use by the 
School of Music. 


e In its early years, USC was primarily a college of liberal 
arts, but it soon became a major university. USC now consists 
of the College of Letters, Arts and Sciences; the Graduate 
School; sixteen professional or specialized schools, each with 
its own dean or director and faculty; and University College, 
for late afternoon and evening classes. 


® USC's sixteen schools are Architecture and Fine Arts, Busi- 
ness Administration, Dentistry, Education, Engineering, Interna- 
tional Relations, Journalism, Law, Library Science, Medicine, 
Music, Pharmacy, Philosophy, Public Administration, Religion, 
and Social Work. 


THE UNIVERSITY TODAY 


@ Under the leadership of its seventh president, Dr. Norman 
Topping, USC is following a $106,675,000 Master Plan for enter- 
prise and excellence in education. The plan's major objective 
is a high concentration of superior scholarship with an ultimate 
enrollment of 20,000 and a campus expanded to a maximum 
of 164 acres. 


¢@ The faculty numbers more than 650 fulltime, and approxi- 
mately 2,500 parttime and volunteer faculty. Doctorates are 
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DR. NORMAN TOPPING 
President of the University of Southern California 


held by 86% of the fulltime faculty (national average: less 
than 43%) in Letters, Arts and Sciences. 


© The University reorganized the structure and curriculum 
of the College of Letters, Arts and Sciences in 1963 to em- 
phasize teaching and guidance in a program of tutorial in- 
struction and evaluation of student learning. 


© Student enrollment in fall of 1963 reached 9,168 fulltime 
and 10,516 parttime. More than 54% of degrees awarded in 
June, 1964, were graduate or professional. 


*® New entrance requirements have resulted in the admission 
to USC of its finest freshman classes, Students in regular 
honors courses increased twelve times since 1958. 


© Scholarship awards are up more than 20%; top fellowship 
awards have increased from 15 to 246; and student loan funds 
from $90,000 in 1958 to $1,968,050. 


© The total number of degree-holding alumni exceeds 96,000. 
Nearly a quarter of a million students have attended USC. 


e University receipts in 1962-63 were $35,777,617. Only 
41% came from students fees. Thirty-seven per cent came 
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from gifts and grants, 2% from endowment, and 18% from 
auxiliary enterprises and miscellaneous sources. 


© Expenditures for instruction and research total 68% of 
income; 11% for administration and general; 3% for student 
aid; 5% for plant operation and maintenance; and 13% for 
auxiliary enterprises and other. 


© Capital investment was nearly $45 million on June 30, 
1963; endowment was $15,900,000. Both figures are growing 
rapidly. 


© The campus consists of 111 acres and 70 permanent 
buildings. 


© Residence halls provide rooms for 1,882 students. USC's 
campus chain of restaurants serves more than 7,000 meals daily, 
and enough coffee—2,335 pounds per month—to last the aver- 
age married couple 73 years. 


e More than 5,000 students use the University library each 
day. Doheny Memorial Library and its branches now contain 
more than 1,100,000 volumes.

¢ Began development of a $4 million Institute for the Study 
of Retirement—the nation's most extensive program for scien- 
tific study of gerontology.

© Sponsored the introduction of language courses in Chinese 
and Japanese in nine Southern California high schools with the 
assistance of a $180,000 grant from the Carnegie Corporation 
of New York. 


e Additionally, the University has continued to serve its 
community, the nation, and the world through work conducted 
in its subdivisions and affiliates: the Summer Session and Uni- 
versity College; Allan Hancock Foundation for Scientific Re- 
search; Psychological Service Center; Delinquency Control Insti- 
tute; TLARGI Rubber Technology Foundation; Southern California 
Industrial Resources Center; Computer Sciences Laboratories; 
Dental Clinic; Institute for Administrative Affairs (at the Uni- 
versity of Tehran); radio station KUSC-FM; the 40-year-old 
Institute of World Affairs; and numerous short term institutes 
and conferences. 


DR. NORMAN TOPPING 
University President 


Norman Topping, M.D., is in his seventh year as the seventh 
President of the University of Southern California. He took this 
office at his alma mater on Sept. 1, 1958, the second alumnus 
in the University's history to do so. 

Dr. Topping was graduated from USC in 1933 with a Bachelor 
of Arts degree, and in 1936 with the Doctor of Medicine degree. 

Under his leadership, faculty, trustees, and administrators of 
the University developed the USC Master Plan for enterprise and 
excellence in education. The $106 million Plan for academic en- 
richment and physical growth has received more than $1,000,000 
a month in support since its announcement in May, 1961. 

USC under the Topping administration has been recognized 
nationally with a $6,500,000 conditional grant—largest in Uni- 
versity history—from the Ford Foundation. 

In 1962, Occidental College and UCLA each added to Dr. 
Topping's impressive list of professional distinctions by award- 
ing him an honorary doctorate in recognition of his scientific, 
educational, and civic contribution. USC conferred a similar 
honor in June, 1963. 

Dr. Topping is active in Los Angeles affairs, serving on com- 
mittees and as a member of numerous organizations supporting 
civic and cultural affairs. 

He recently was appointed to the new Southern California 
Rapid Transit District by Mayor Yorty after serving as chairman 
of a special committee formed to study the transit financing 
problem. 

Dr. Topping was named “Civic Leader of the Year in the 
Field of Education" by Mayor Yorty, the first time this award 
has ever been given. 

President Topping received the George Washington Honor 
Medal from Freedoms Foundation for his speech delivered at 
USC's 1963 commencement. 

He has been named honorary recruitment chairman by U. S. 
Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz of a program to recruit and 
train recent college graduates to serve as counselors in youth 
opportunity programs. 

Dr. Topping will be the Honorary Director of the 1965 Los 
Angeles Industrial Fair. He is a charter member of United Way, 
a member of the County Commission on Human Relations’ spe- 
cial citizens’ law enforcement committee, and is on the regional 
board of directors of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews. 

Prior to accepting the presidency of USC, Dr. Topping served 
for six years as Vice-President for Medical Affairs at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. 

Earlier he gained a national research reputation during six- 
teen years in the United States Public Health Service. An expert 
in viral diseases, Dr. Topping served as Assistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral and as Associate Director of the National Institutes of 
Health in Bethesda, Maryland. He holds the rank of Medical 
Director on the inactive list of the Public Health Service. 

A native of Flat River, Missouri, Dr. Topping came west with 
his parents as a child. He was graduated from Los Angeles 
High School. 

Dr. Topping married the former Helen Rummens of Seattle in 
1930; they have two married children.

USC’S ATHLETIC HERITAGE 


Another singularly successful spring sports season raised the 
University of Southern California's record number of national 
collegiate championships won to a new high of 37 in 1964. 

The U.S.-leading Trojans repeated 1963 NCAA team titles in 
swimming and tennis following the unprecedented athletic year 
in which they shattered all records by collecting four national 
collegiate titles—in swimming, track, baseball and tennis. Troy 
has twice exceeded any other school's best single-season per- 
formance on the NCAA title front, having won a trio of crowns 
in 1958. 


USC's national leadership becomes even more impressive 
when it is considered that the Trojans were ineligible for NCAA 
competition in 1957 and again in 1959 when they fielded 
potential national championship teams in track, baseball, ten- 
nis, golf and swimming, 

But the great athletic accomplishments have not been limited 
to recent years. The following is a brief review of Troy's well- 
balanced program and continuing dominance of collegiate 
athletics. 


BASEBALL 


Coach Rod Dedeaux's Trojans are tops in the nation with four 
NCAA flags to their credit, the most recent of which came in a 
stunning surprise at Omaha in 1963. Troy's baseball teams also 
have won nine out of a possible 18 NCAA District Eight titles 
and picked up 11 straight California Intercollegiate Baseball 
Association championships before losing the 1962 title in a 
photo finish. USC boasts 13 first-team All-Americans in baseball 
since 1950, a record unparalleled in NCAA history. 


BASKETBALL 


The Trojans annually field one of the West Coast's leading 
basketball teams. For the old Pacific Coast Conference, USC 
teams won five conference crowns to finish fourth within the 
10-member league in that department. In the first four years 
of the AAWU, the Trojans advanced to NCAA Regional play 
during two campaigns. The 1960-61 season found the USC 
quintet posting a tremendous record to collect the conference 
crown. 


FOOTBALL 


Their perfect-record season and undisputed national cham- 
pionship of 1962 emphasizes the Trojans’ preeminent position 
in the college football world. In the first five years of AAWU 
play, USC won a championship, a co-title and picked up a trio 
of seconds in the well-balanced conference. And, for the old 
PCC, the Trojans won more titles (10) than any other member 
in the 43-year history of the conference. USC enters the 1964 
season with the best all-time record for AAWU member schools, 
claiming an all-time win-loss percentage of .701. Troy has com- 
peted in more Rose Bowl games (13) than any other team and 
claims more Rose Bowl wins (10) than any other football team. 
For major intersectional play, the Trojans carry an 84-win, 52- 
loss and 4-tie record into the 1964 season. 


TRACK AND FIELD 


Trojan track and field remains unchallenged on a national 
level. Competing in 33 NCAA championships, USC has emerged

with 22 team titles to its credit. The Trojans have won every one 
of five AAWU conference championships staged. Since dropping 
a dual meet to Oregon in 1962 to end college track's longest 
dual-meet win streak at 104, Troy has run up a new victory 
string of 23 straight. In the Pacific Coast Conference, the 
Trojans were defeated but once in the league meet from 1928 
through 1959. Nine of the final 17 conference meet records 
are held by Trojans. USC athletes have accounted for a gold 
medal in every Olympic Games since 1912, except for the 1960 
Games at Rome, and such world-class performers as Dallas 
Long, Ron Morris, Rex Cawley, Rink Babka, Max Truex and Mike 
Larrabee have recently competed for the university. 


GREAT ATHLETES 


The list of great athletes who performed in the Cardinal and 
Gold uniform of a Trojan is endless. However, a few of the 
more prominent contemporaries include: 


JON ARNETT—A former USC All-American who has carved 
an outstanding professional career as a halfback with the Los 
Angeles Rams. 


RINK BABKA—One of the all-time great discus throwers. 
A former co-world record holder for the event and No. 2 
finisher in the 1960 Olympic Games. 
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REX CAWLEY—Potential 1964 Olympic Games champ in 
400-meter hurdles at Tokyo. Won NCAA 440-yard hurdles last 
year in 49.6, second fastest ever for race. World’s No. 1 rank- 
ing intermediate hurdler in 1963. Holds five Trojan varsity 
records, 


RON FAIRLY—A former USC baseball star who stepped right 
from the campus into a major league uniform. Now the hard- 
hitting first baseman for the Los Angeles Dodgers. 


AL GEIBERGER—One of the consistent young pros of the 
golf circuit after being a three-year collegiate standout for the 
Trojans, 


FRANK GIFFORD—Perhaps Troy's greatest gift to professional 
football ranks. Beginning his 12th season with New York 
Giants with whom he has won all-pro honors and has set 
numerous team records as a running halfback. All-American 
at USC. 


DALLAS LONG—Recently upped his own world shot put 
record to a phenomenal 67'10” in US-Russia meet. Almost 
a sure bet to win Olympic crown at Tokyo. First high schooler 
to exceed 60 feet with 61’¥,"" in 1958. Set world record of 
65'10%" as Trojan in 1962. 


PARRY O'BRIEN—The first man in history to put the shot 
over 60 feet and pioneer of the present shot put technique. 
Two-time Olympic champion (1952, 1956) who is shooting for 
his fourth Olympic Games berth this year. 


RAFAEL OSUNA—Upset winner of U.S. singles title last year 
after playing on two NCAA champion tennis teams at USC. 
Member of the Mexican Davis Cup team and teamed with 
Trojan Dennis Ralston to win the 1960 Wimbledon doubles 
crown. 


DENNIS RALSTON—One of America's top tennis players and 
a member of the Davis Cup team which wrested the interna- 
tional trophy from Australia last year. Won NCAA singles 
titles in 1963 and 1964 and performed for national cham- 
pionship Trojan team three straight years. 


MURRAY ROSE—Considered one of the great swimmers in 
the history of the sport. Triple gold medal winner at 1956 
Olympics in Melbourne and returned four years later at Rome 
to collect a gold and a silver medal. Still holds two world 
records and recently broke a third with 17:01.8 for 1500 
meters. 


JOHN RUDOMETKIN—Erased every USC major single game, 
season and career record in bringing to a close his collegiate 
basketball career in 1962. Now performing in pro ranks with 
the New York Knickerbockers. 


ROY SAARI—Named the wrold's outstanding swimmer of 
1963. Rated a prime candidate for the U.S. Olympic squad. 
Cracked the world 1,500-meter freestyle record last year and 
won the National AAU outdoor crown at the distance. This 
year led Troy to an upset victory in the NCAA championships 
by winning three individual titles (200-yard medley, 500-yard 
freestyle and 1,650-yard freestyle), all in record times. 


BILL SHARMAN—All-time Trojan basketball great and all- 
pro performer with the world champion Boston Celtics until his 
retirement from professional basketball in 1962. Recently head 
basketball coach at California State College at Los Angeles.

JESS HILL 
Director of Athletics 


Jess Hill, former track and grid coach at Troy, begins his 
eighth year as Director of Intercollegiate Athletics at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 

Born Jesse Terrill Hill in Yates, Missouri, on January 20, 1907, 
Jess came west with his family ten years later and became one 
of the top athletes in Southern California while at Corona High 
School. From the fall of 1923 to the spring of 1925, he was 
awarded ten letters, in five sports—football, basketball, base- 
ball, track and tennis. 

Following his graduation from Corona in 1925, Hill attended 
Riverside Junior College for one year, earning letters in foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball and track as Riverside fielded cham- 
pionship teams in all four sports. 

Jess entered USC in February, 1927 and continued to exhibit 
his all-around athletic prowess, playing football and baseball 
and compiling an outstanding track and field record. 

He became the first Trojan in history to surpass 25 feet in the 
broad jump, leaping 25'%”” to win the 1929 IC4A title. This 
mark has been bettered by only three Trojans since that date. 

Also outstanding in his studies, Jess graduated cum laude 
following the 1930 collegiate baseball season. 

Hill signed immediately to play professional baseball with 
the old Hollywood Stars. In his first plate appearance, he hit 
one out of the park at Wrigley Field to start a ten-year career 
in Triple-A and Major League baseball. 

During the following ten years, he saw duty with the Stars 
(1930-31), Newark (1932), St. Paul (1933), Newark (1934), New 
York Yankees (1935), Washington Senators (1936), Philadelphia 
Athletics (1937), and Oakland (1938-39). Topped by his .356 
average with the Stars in 1930, Hill wound up his ten-year 
playing career with a lifetime batting average of .306. 

In the off-season during his professional baseball years, Jess 
launched his coaching career at Corona High. Just as in his 
playing days, he moved from Corona to Riverside JC. His next 
position was at Long Beach JC where he was on the physical 
education and coaching staff when World War II came. 

Hill enlisted in the Navy in March of 1942 and served until 
February of 1946 when he was separated from active duty with 
the rank of Lieutenant Commander. Jess coached and played 
baseball at St. Mary’s and Del Monte Pre-Flight Schools in the 
Naval Aviation training program and later was the director of 
athletics at Camp Kearney and the Clinton (Okla.) and Memphis 
(Tenn.) Naval Air Stations. 

Jess returned to Long Beach City College after getting out of 
the Navy and immediately piloted the junior college baseball 
team to a conference championship. 

Hill returned to USC in the fall of 1946 to begin a period of 
ten years of advancement within the athletic department. His 
first team at USC, the 1946 frosh football team, went through an 
undefeated season. In 1948 he was selected as assistant track 
coach, being groomed to succeed Dean Cromwell as head track 
coach after the latter's retirement at the end of the '48 season. 
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Hill had two undefeated years, 1949 and 1950, as head track 
coach at USC, continuing the great Trojan track heritage and 
winning two National Championships. He also held that post 
in 1962 following the sudden death of his close friend, Jess 
Mortensen, 


Early in 1951 he was named head football coach, following 
the resignation of Jeff Cravath. That fall his first varsity foot- 
ball squad won 7 while losing only 3, its most notable win 
coming over California by a 21-14 score, breaking the Bears’ 
three-year win streak within the conference. 


The following season Hill steered the Trojan varsity through 
an undefeated conference season and a 7-0 win over Wisconsin 
in the Rose Bowl Game. That win is only one of three PCC 
victories over the Big Ten in the Pasadena game since the Bow! 
pact began. That '52 Trojan squad was acknowledged to be 
one of the finest defensive teams in modern football annals. 


Hill's six-year record as head football coach at USC was 45 
wins, 17 losses, and 1 tie for a .722 winning percentage. 


On September 1, 1957, Hill officially succeeded Willis O. 
Hunter as director of athletics. 

Jess is married to the former Elizabeth Helen Glass. They 
have two children, Mrs. Mary Bett Carter, a USC graduate, and 
Jess Jr., 23, a graduate of USC and currently enrolled in the 
USC Graduate School of Business Administration. The Hills 
reside in West Los Angeles. 


JOHN McKAY 
Head Football Coach 


John McKay was born July 5, 1923, in Everettsville, West 
Virginia, and received his secondary education at Shinnston 
High School, graduating in 1941. As a prep, he was accorded 
All-State honors in both basketball and football. 


Following his graduation from high school, he entered the 
Air Force, seeing action as a tail gunner with the 20th Air Force 
in the Pacific. He was separated from the service in 1945. 


A 1950 graduate of the University of Oregon, McKay capped 
a brilliant college career by leading the 1948 Webfoots in 
scoring and playing a key role in their march to the Cotton 
Bowl. He was a halfback in the backfield quarterbacked by 
Norm Van Brocklin, later pro great and present coach of the 
Minnesota Vikings. In addition to being named to the All-Coast 
first team, he received All-American mention for the 1948 
campaign. 

Immediately following graduation, McKay began his coaching 
career as an assistant to head coach Jim Aiken at his alma 
mater. When Len Casanova took over Oregon coaching reins 
in 1951, he retained his assistant'’s post and remained through 
the 1958 season. 

During mid-summer 1959, McKay was persuaded by USC head 
coach Don Clark to join the Trojan staff as backfield coach. 
Although a member of the staff for less than a year, he was 
a popular choice to replace Clark as USC head coach on Dec. 
16, 1959, thus becoming the 16th head football coach in Trojan 
history. 
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JOHN McKAY 
Head Football Coach 


McKay's teams have posted a four-year record of 26-14-1 
against some of the nation's outstanding elevens and have 
never finished worse than second in the AAWU conference race. 
In 1962 he guided the Trojans to their first undefeated season 
in 30 years (11 straight victories), to the undisputed national 
championship and to a thrilling 42-37 Rose Bowl win over 
Wisconsin. He was rewarded with the highest acclaim in the 
coaching profession: election as Coach of the Year by the Amer- 
ican Football Coaches Assn. 


McKay is married to the former Nancy Hunter. They have 
four children: Michele, 12; John Jr., 11; Theresa, 9; and Richard, 
5. The McKays reside in West Covina.

RAY GEORGE 
Senior Assistant Coach 


Still ranked as an all-time Trojan line great, Ray is in his 
twelfth season as a member of the USC coaching staff. 


He was born on January 17, 1916, in St. Louis, Mo., and 
attended high school at Loyola in Los Angeles. While at Loyola, 
he was an All-Catholic League lineman and also was an out. 
fielder in baseball and a weightman on the track team. 


Following his graduation from high school, he enrolled at 
Cumnock Prep school before entering USC as a freshman in 
1935. Although never gaining consensus All-American mention, 
George was never outplayed in three years of varsity football at 
USC. He took a prominent part in the 1938 win over hitherto 
unbeaten Notre Dame and the 1939 defeat of Duke in the Rose 
Bowl. A three-year varsity letterman, he was also awarded the 
Davis-Teschke Most Inspirational Award for the 1938 season and 
the Trojaneer Diamond Award as the outstanding graduating 
athlete. 


Following his graduation from USC, Ray then played two 
years of professional football—with the Detroit Lions in 1939 
and the Philadelphia Eagles in 1940. 


He joined the coaching ranks in 1941 at Porterville High 
School and mentored such future Trojans as Russ Antles, Willard 
Wall, and Don Garlin. Entering the service in 1942, he ulti- 
mately attained the rank of Lieutenant. He served at St. Mary's 
Navy Pre-Flight, where he played football in 1942, and then at 
the University of Washington flight Prep school. He also served 
16 months on the carrier, the U.S.S. San Lo, and then in 1944 
was back at lowa Pre-Flight where he played football. 


Ray first joined the Trojan coaching staff as line coach in 1946 
and served in that capacity through 1950. He moved up to the 
head coaching job at Texas A & M in 1951 and coached the 
Aggies for three seasons. He retired from the coaching ranks 
following the 1953 season and went into Private business. Don 
Clark persuaded the popular assistant coach to rejoin the USC 
staff for the 1958 season. The veteran football coach also serves 
as McKay's senior assistant. 


He is married to the former Martha Folsom, a graduate of 
USC. They have two sons, Jack, 20, a first-year student in the 
School of Dentistry at USC, and Greg, 15. They reside in 
Corona del Mar. 


MIKE GIDDINGS 
Assistant Coach 


Mike joined the Trojan Athletic Department in the summer of 
1961. 


Born November 16, 1933, in Los Angeles, he attended South 
Pasadena High School and recorded an impressive prep record 
as an all-around athlete. A varsity letterman in football, basket- 
ball and baseball, he was named to the 1950 All-Foothill League 
football team and was the top hitter on the school's baseball 
team. 
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Following his graduation from South Pasadena High School 
in 1951, he enrolled at the University of California at Berkeley. 
While at California, he won varsity football letters for the 1953 
and 1954 campaigns as a guard and tackle. 


Graduating from California in 1955, he immediately entered 
the Marine Corps with a commission as a Second Lieutenant. 
Serving for six months at Quantico, Virginia, and for one-and- 
one-half years at Camp Pendleton, he was discharged in July of 
1957 with the rank of First Lieutenant. While in the Corps, he 
played football for both the Quantico and Pendleton teams. 


The 1957 season found Giddings beginning his coaching 
career at Monrovia High School. He guided the Monrovia “B" 
team to two successive undefeated seasons (8-0 in 1957 and 9-0 
in 1958) and two Pacific League titles. Prior to the 1957 crown, 
the “B" team had never won a league championship. Moving 
up to the varsity in 1959, he led the prep team to an 11-1 
season record and another Pacific loop title, the school’s first 
since 1951. 


His outstanding record at Monrovia won him a promotion to 
the head coaching post at Glendale City College in 1960. He 
guided the City College squad to their best record in history 
(7-2). Prior to his move to Glendale, the football team had won 
only two games in two years. 

He and his wife, Donna, have three children, Victoria, 9, 
Jacqueline, 6 and Mike, 2% years. They reside in Newport 
Beach. 


MARV GOUX 
Assistant Coach 


After serving as head freshman coach and assisting with the 
varsity team since joining the staff in 1957, Marv moved up to 
the post of a full-time varsity assistant prior to the 1961 season. 


Marv was born September 8, 1932, in Santa Barbara. Still 
listed as an all-time prep great in his home town, he was 
accorded both C.I.F. and All-American honors. 


He spent the 1951 season at Ventura JC, where he again won 
All-American honors as a linebacker. Transferring to USC in 
1952, he became an immediate varsity standout, starring as 
a linebacker under the two-platoon system and playing in the 
Rose Bowl win over Wisconsin. A back ailment kept him out of 
action in 1953, but the inspirational Goux came back stronger 
than ever in 1954 to take over the starting center job, although 
he had never played offensive center before. He won his third 
varsity letter in 1955. 


Goux, although relatively small for a lineman, made up for 
his size deficiency with tremendous desire and now ranks as 
one of the most inspirational footballers in Trojan football 
history. He is one of only two USC gridders to twice win the 
Davis-Teschke Award as the most inspirational varsity footballer. 
Marv also co-captained the 1955 squad. 

Following his graduation, Mary took over the head coaching 
job at Carpinteria High School. The prep team posted a 9 win, 
1 loss record and went to the 1956 small school, C.I.F. finals. 
He joined the Trojan coaching staff in 1957. 

He is married to the former Barbara Groth. They live in 
Encino with their six-year-old daughter, Linda Marie. 
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CHARLIE HALL 
Assistant Coach 


Charlie is in his fifth year as a Trojan assistant, joining the 
USC staff following a brilliant Junior College coaching career. 

He was born February 4, 1924, in Dallas, Texas, and attended 
Highland Park High School in that city. As a prepster, he was a 
two-year football and basketball letterman. 

Following his graduation in 1942, Charlie entered Texas A&M. 
Spending only one season at that institution, he entered military 
service in January, 1943. Serving with the Sixth Army in the 
South Pacific, he spent one year in New Guinea and one year 
in the Philippines before his discharge in January of 1946. 

Immediately following his discharge from the service, Hall 
entered Whittier College. He was an immediate varsity standout 
in both football and baseball, winning varsity football letters in 
1946-47-48 and baseball letters in 1946-47-48-49. He captained 
the 1949 Poet baseball squad. 

Obtaining a degree in Physical Education, he spent the 1949 
and 1950 seasons doing graduate work at Whittier, obtaining a 
secondary credential and an M.A. in Physical Education. 

He began his coaching career as a P.E, instructor in the Nor- 
walk City School system in 1951, serving in that capacity through 
the 1953 season. He joined the Bellflower High School football 
staff in 1954 and moved up to head coach at that school in 
1957. Hall moved to Cerritos Junior College in 1958 and served 
as assistant backfield coach at that school for two seasons be- 
fore his move to USC. Hall is given much of the credit for the 
Falcons’ fine showing in 1958 and 1959, with the JC eleven 
posting identical 8-1 records and winning the Western States 
Conference title in 1958 and earning a co-title in 1959. He 
joined the USC staff for the 1960 season. 

He is married to the former Joy Branstetter, also a graduate 
of Whittier College. The Halls have two children, Catherine, 15; 
and Jennifer, 13. They reside in Whittier. 


MEL HEIN 
Assistant Coach 


One of pro football's all-time greats, Mel is starting his 
fourteenth season as an assistant USC coach. 

Hein was born August 22, 1909 in Redding, Calif. The family 
moved to Washington when he was still quite young. He gradu- 
ated from Burlington High School in 1927 and was chosen All- 
Skagit County tackle in his senior year. 

He attended Washington State College, graduating in 1931. 
He was an All-American choice in 1930 when he led the Cougars 
to a 7-6 upset over USC and into the Rose Bowl, Hein rates as 
the greatest pivotman developed in the Pacific Coast Conference 
and was selected to football's Hall of Fame. 

Mel joined the New York Giants in 1931 and held down the 
center spot until his retirement following the 1945 season. He 
was eight times an All-Pro selection. The following season he 
began his coaching career at Union College in Schenectady, N.Y. 
He was recently named to Pro Football's Hall of Fame. 

In 1947, he joined the Los Angeles Dons as line coach and 
served two seasons with them before moving to the New York 
Yankees for the 1949 campaign. In 1950 he came to the Los 
Angeles Rams in a similar capacity on the Western Division 
champions that year. He joined the USC staff in 1951. 
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He is married to the former Florence Porter and has two 
children, Sharon Lynn Gilbert, a USC graduate, and Mel, Jr., 
also a USC graduate and former outstanding pole vaulter for 
the Trojans. The Heins make their home in South Pasadena. 


DAVE LEVY 
Assistant Coach 


Dave is another of the five-year members of Johnny McKay's 
coaching staff. 

He was born October 25, 1932, in Carrollton, Missouri. His 
family moved to Long Beach shortly thereafter. He attended 
Long Beach Poly High School, where he won All-City honors as 
a tackle in football and with the track team as a weight man. 

Following his graduation from high school in 1950, he at- 
tended Long Beach City College. Performing on the 1950 and 
1951 City College teams, he played with George Timberlake, 
who later won fame as a linebacker with the Trojans. 

The 1952 and 1953 seasons found Dave at UCLA. A two-year 
letterman, he played for the Bruins in the 1954 Rose Bowl game. 

Graduating from UCLA in 1954, he spent the 1954 football 
season as a freshman assistant at UCLA. He moved on to Long 
Beach City College as a student assistant in 1955. 

He assumed duties as line coach at Long Beach Poly in 1956 
and took over as head coach at his alma mater in 1957. Dur- 
ing his three-year stint as head coach, his teams had an overall 
record of 28-1-3, including CIF championships for the 1958 and 
1959 seasons. His lone loss at Poly came during the 1957 
campaign. 

While head coach, he was credited with producing such 
nationally ranked prep stars as tackle Jim Smith (1957), half- 
backs Dee Andrews (1958) and Willie Brown (1959), and tackle 
Mike Giers (1959). 

He made the move to the collegiate ranks by joining McKay's 
staff for the 1960 campaign. 

He and his wife, the former Marlys Bray, have two children, 
John, 8%; and Robert, 5. They reside in Long Beach. 


JOE MARGUCCI 
Junior Varsity Coach 


This is Joe's sixteenth year as a member of the USC athletic 
staff. 

Margucci was born September 5, 1922 in New York City. The 
family moved to Los Angeles a few years later. Joe graduated 
from Franklin High School in 1940, winning All-City honors. 
Following two years of junior college ball at Santa Ana, he went 
into the Air Force for four years. 

Discharged from the service in 1946, he signed to play pro 
ball with the L.A. Bulldogs. Following two seasons with the local 
pros, he switched to the Detroit Lions for the 1948-49 seasons.

If we can successful replace these departures, 
including those players who helped bring us the national 
championship in 1962, we should field a good college foot- 
ball team in 1964. However, many of the boys who will be 
called on to play a great deal this fall will be playing their 
first football for the Trojans. 


OUTSTANDING FOOTBALLERS FOR 1964: 
Offensively, our outstanding football players will be halfback 
Mike Garrett, guard Bill Fisk and end John Thomas. Defen- 
sively, the leading performers should be linebacker Ernie Pye 
and linebacker-fullback Eddie King. 


OUTSTANDING NEWCOMER: 
Quarterback-safetyman Rod Sherman, transferring in from 
junior college, is an exceptional defensive football player 
who needs only experience to become a fine quarterback.

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TROY’S SHIFTING-T OFFENSE 


Trojan football for three years has presented one of the na- 
tion's most exciting offenses with the shifting-T formation first 
introduced by Coach John McKay in 1961. Troy again will em- 
ploy the same attack with minor modifications during the 1964 
season. The following is a brief description of the shifting-T 
offense.

HIGHLIGHTS OF THIS SHIFTING-T FORMATION 


There will be numerous variations to the above general for- 
mation, with the split (or X) end flopping-over to the right side 
occasionally. 

The split (or X) end will always be split. The man normally 
designated as the left end will always be the split or X end. 

The Y (or right) end will always line-up tight next to his 
tackle. Depending on what side the X end splits out, the tackles 
and guards will be designated as strong or weak tackles and 
guards, with the tackle and guard on the side of the split end 
being designated as the weak side and the tackle and guard on 
the side where the Y end plays in tight being designated as 
strong tackle and guard. 

The fullback and remaining back (normally the left halfback) 
will shift into a stance approximately two-yards behind and to 
the side of the quarterback. 


The fullback will normally shift to the right side of the 
quarterback. 


The flanker back (normally the right halfback) will be referred 
to as the Z back.
